Flames Smothered in 
Blanket of Foam. ; 


Great interest was taken in the 
“Foamite Firefoxm” demonstre- - 
tion held on the Colony's “finest 
site” yesterday afternoon. There 
were two tests: one with mail 
bags stuffed with paper and 
sosked with crude oil 
petrol and the other with three 
barrels of kerosene.

THE CRIME WAVE. - 


— 


Demonstration of ‘Burglar 
. Alarms. . 

“One of the subjects discussed at 
a Committee meeting of the Chin- 
ese General Chamber of Commerce 
yesterday afternoon related to the 
present ‘epidemic of creme in 
Hongkong. 

The Chairman (Mr. Li Po-kwal), 
in referring to a letter fmma 
Chinese resident, said that the 
author ascribed the increase in 
erime to the,Jimit impesed by the 
Police Department on the issue of 
hawkers’ licences, and asked the 
Chamber to approach the Govern- 
ment with a view to isauing more 
Hcences so that the peor could 
earn a living without joining the 
ranks of outlaws. The Chamber,} 
said the Chairman, had previously | 
made representations to the aa-, 
thorities in regard to hawkess’| 
licences, and the Government then ; 
seemed to think that some cf the, 
successful applicants for licences | 
were net hawkers. “Mr. Li Po-! 
kwai disagree@ with the views ex- 
pre. sed in the letter as to the 
cause of the epidemic of robberies. 
It might be true that an ordinary 
shoplifter tarned to crime out cf 
pure necessity, but he could not 
believe that the average Hongkong 
robber, carrying a revolver which 
alone cost several tens of dollars, 
wanted to hawk for a living. 

Mr. Wong Kwong-tin said that 
it would not be just to accuse the 
police of neglect of duty: in fact 
they had done their best. The 
difficulties and risks of tackling a 
desperado now were greater than, 
say, five or six years” ago, when 
more often than not the robber 
waz unarmed. But now the condi-| 
tions were such that in attempting 
the arrest of a robber the police- 
man always carried his life in his 
hand, In view of the dangers he 
weuld suggest that the Chamber 
write to the Government recom- 
mending adequate provision for 
the dependents of policemen who 
either met their death or were 
maimed for life in the execution of 
their duty. There cculd be no 
t:tter incentive than to satisfy 
the policeman that though . he 
might die in the discharge of his 
duty his wife and. children would 
face no privations. There’ was & 
Chinese saying “Liberal reward 
ensures a plucky man,” and he’ was 
sure that ifthe suggestion was 
accepted the native section of the 
Police Force would do better work. 
Mr. Wong suggested that the let- 
ter from the Chamber ask of the 
Government: (1) The adoption of 
a definite scheme of providing for 
the dependents cf a policeman 
who dies in the course of his work; 
(2) That the Government grant a 
pension to policemen crippled or 
rendered unfit for servica by in- 
juries received in the discharge of 
their duties. Mr. Wong said that 
he knew that it had been the prac- 
tice of the Gcvernment to make 
monetary gifts to families of 
policemen who lost their lives to 
uphold law and order, but there
